Epistle to His Mother That Contains 


Interesting Pen Sketches—The 


Generals, Majors, etc. 


Appended is a letter from Cliff Wil- 


helm, ene of the best boys who ever 
Braced his city. Ten years ago he 
left and only a short time ago was 
his whereabouts known. A letter 
came to his mother giving the infor- 
mation that he was an American 
soldier and with the Rough Riders of 
Texas. The.following letter is also 
to his mother and came from where 
he is encamped: 


Miami. Fla.. July 24 —I received 


this .mornintr a large bundle of papers 
from my brother. "Percy J. Wilhelm 
and a package from Portsmouth en- 
closing a nice" "Housewife." which 
gave me much pleasure by its especial 
merits and please accept thanks. 
I 


am so lazv. lazy, or perhaps a little 
tired. We have several hours at our 
disposal each day, yet it seems abso- 
lutely necessary"to sleep the greater 
part "of our spare time to be able to 
perform our military duties without 
fatigue. 
Our colo'nel and captain 


both indulge us, as they fail to see 
the benefit of four hours daily drill in 
this climate and over sandy roads, so 
we have had our work cut down to 
about half what orders from head- 
quarters formerly required. 
We have 


taken the long march to the drill 
grounds but once in a week, anci that 
was at division review last Monday. 
It was the most severe test of eodur-1 
ance we have had. 
The march was 


begun promptly at 9 a. m. We formed 
by regiments and marched to the 
grounds on the hottest day of the 
season. 
IJJo 
breeze 
was 
blowing. 


(Something unusual.) There was an 
evident desire on all sides to have it 
over, but when the ofiicers in the 
lead compelled a steady thirty inch 
step, 120 to the minute, over the 
rough r< ad and deep sa'nd they hur- 
ried matters at the expense of the 
men and a startling number of men 
fell by the wayside. The result has 
been that we have not been there 
since. The review'itself was quite 
a nice 
spectacle. 
Lpng 
lines of 


hOldiers came through the hot woods 
from several different directions, but 
each line must take its proper posi- 
tion on reaching the field. 
The first 


brigade, consisting of First Texas, 
Eirst Louisiana and First Alabama, 
marched in in the order named and 
formed in double rank company front, 
First Texas on the right of the line, 
first battalion—Companies L, B, K 
and F—Lieutenant Col. Stacy com- 
manding, on the;right of the regi- 
ment, our regiment on his right with 
their new instruments, headed by the 
drum major and feeling quite proud; 
second battalion occupied the center 
of the regiment, Major Dwyer com- 
manding. 
About three paces separ- 


ated each company. 
About thirty 


paces >s the distance between battal- 
lions, while sixty paces is maintained 
between regiments. Brigade distance 
is still greater. 
Our battalion con- 


sists of Companies A, E, I and M. 
Major Scurry held the left of the regi- 
ment M, on the right, of the battal- 
ion. 
My position on the left of our 


company made me the last man in 
the rear rank on tlie extreme left of 
the regiment, so nobody had the ad- 
vantage of me.

his voice to "carry.'7'and such a voice 
one seldom hears. "Present"' That 
was the moment he looked the finest, 
with sword in hand, waiting for the
